RANSPORTATION, patron saint 

of progress, will soon add another 
chapter to the colorful history of the 
development of the West. 

The last half-century has seen the 
transcontinental journey from east to 
west reduced from months to weeks 
and from weeks to days, until the 
once tedious overland trip is now but 
a matter of hours. 

The lumbering oxen drawn cart 
gave way to the prairie schooner, the 
stage-coach and the pony express. 
Then came the first transcontinental 
railroad train wheezing and halting 
on the long grind over mountain and 
plain. 

Now comes the announcement that 
the new luxurious limited trains will 
cut five hours from the present run- 
ning time and make the journey from 
San Francisco to Chicago in sixty- 
three hours. 

When the San Francisco Overland 
Limited leaves for Chicago on Novem- 
ber 14, a new epoch in transcontinent- 
al railway transportation will begin. 
Not only will the new schedule bring 
the east and west five hours closer,

In recognition of his work as an} 
advocate of good roads, Burton A. 
Towne, president of the California) 
State Automobile Association, has, 
been appointed a member of the| 
Good Roads ‘Committee of the Ameri-| 
can Automobile Association, the na-| 
tion-wide organization of motorists, 
with which the State Association is| 
affliated. The appointment was made| 
this week by Thomas P. Henry, | 
president of the A. A. A., according 
to an announcement made today. 

Towne is one of the veteran good! 
roads adxocates in the west. He was} 
one of the original promoters of the} 
San Joaquin county good roads cam- 
paign whch resulted in the construct-| 
ion of 230 miles of paved roads in 
that county when it was the pioneer 
of good roads in California. He serv- 
ed on the San Joaquin County High- 
way Commission which supervised 
the construction of that county’ss 
original highway system. 

As a result of his pioneering work) 
n San Joaquin county, Towne was 
appointed a member of the first Cali- 
fornia Highway Commission when' 
California ,following the lead of San 
Joaquin county, was putting through 
its first $17,000,000 highway bond is- 
se. ; 

«’ Towne’s appointent was not only a 
tribute to his personal activities as a 
good roads advocate but also in 
recognition of the work of the State 
Automobile Association in the recent 
Federal Aid campaign which resulted 
in Congressional aid in highway work 
during the fiscal years 1829 and 1929. 

In announcing Towne’s appointment} 
President Henry of the A. A. A. is-| 
sued a statement reviewing the work} 
of the A. A. A. and its Good Roads, 
Committee in the prootion of a na- 
tion wide system of highways through 
securing Federal Aid from Congress.

News of Interest to All

Buildings with a total valuation 
of $89,300 are under construction in 
Oroville’s business district at the 
present time. 


“Business 1s good in Inglewood,” is 
the slogan adopted by the Inglewood 
Reqmy board at the instance of its 
secretary, Mrs. Minnie M. Baum. 


Bakersfield’s $50,000 Union avenue 
subway under the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railroad company tracks 
is completed and was thrown open to 
motor traffic. 


Architects have been commissioned 
to prepare plans for a Class A theater 
for I. C. Evans of Marysville. It will 
cost about $200,000, and will replace 
the National theater. which was des- 
troyed by fire July 28. 


Nearly 300 carloads of the 1926 crop 
of apples have gone out to state and 
interstate markets during the last 
two weeks, according to figures given 
out by Roy H. Davis, Watsonville 
Southern Pacific agent. 


The sweet pea harvest is now un- 
der way in the Lompoc district. There 
are about 500 acres out to sweet peas 
in Lompoc valley and quite general- 
ly the crop has held up well under 
the drought, the pods filling well. 


The poultry industry is spreading 
in the Grass Valley section to such 
extent that demonstrations in culling 
and pest control are to be given by 
experts from the University Farm at 
Davis.

It took $80,820 to run the city of 
Berkeley during the first month of 
the current fiscal year, according to 
announcement of Budget Control Of- 
ficer J. H. Jamison.

This is the 
first systematic treatment of the sub- 
ject of which we have any record, and 
it is worthy of remark that the more 
complete system of double-entry was 
perfected and brought into general 
use considerably before the system of 
the single entry.
